Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

It  is  suggested  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No.  1961  dated  16th  February  1940  that  Reports 
of  this  nature  might  be  materially  shortened,  so  that  it 
is  my  intention  to  give  figures  only  as  far  as  possible, 
and  to  cut  out  elaboration  of  these  figures,  to  set  out 
the  work  done  by  me  during  the  year  under  review; 

I  would  however  point  out  the  enormous  amount 
of  work  done  as  shown  by  these  figures,  and  which  work 
was  somewhat  curtailed  from  the  beginning  of  September 
to  the  year  end  as  for  this  latter  period  as  an  A.R.P.S.
